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Rostoker discloses in figure 4 a semiconductor device package comprising a 
semiconductor device (420) formed on a substrate (410), a mold cap (440), and a heat 
spreader (430) being entirely external to the mold cap. 

Claims 1-9 are alternatively rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as anticipated by or, 
in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Johnson et al. 

Johnson discloses in figure 1 0 a semiconductor device package comprising a 
semiconductor device (14) formed on a substrate (12), a mold cap (24), and a heat 
spreader (22) being entirely external to the mold cap. 

The other references are cited to show other structures pertinent to Applicants' 
disclosure.
